Knoxville, Tenn., February 1.— 
Miss Frank Walker, aged 23, was 
shot and almost instantly killed, 
supposedly while preparing to 
alight from an automobile near her 
home here last night, and J. M. 
Miller, her life-long acquaintance, 
and said to have been engaged to 
the girl until recently, is in .the 
city jail awaiting transfer to the 
county jail charged with her mur- 
der. ° 

The tragedy, according to mem- 
bers of the dead girl’s family, came 
as a sequel to a love affair between 
the two, and which had culminated 
when they became engaged. This 
engagement had been broken by the 
girl recently, 
cribed by the girl’s mother as the 
cause of the shooting. 

Miss Walker, it is stated, was in 
the company of George Summers, a 
local mechanic, and Miller, ‘it is 


said, knew of this. It was when 
Miss Walker and Summefs drove to 
the girl's home and the latter pre- 
pared to alight from the car, it is 
said that Miller appeared. Stand- 
ing at close range, the police said, 
he fired five times in the direction 
of the girl, several of the bullets 
striking her in the Body and re- 
sulting in her death. 

Summers, it is said by a sister of 
Miss Frank Walker, leaped from 
the car when Miller began firing, 
and disappeared, but subsequently 
surrendered to the police.

FULTON TEACHERS 
SEER HIGHER PAY 


Call Attention of County 
Board to Fact That Tax- 
payers Recently Voted 
Increased Rate for This 
Purpose. 


Following in the foostepy of their 
fellow teachers in the Atlanta pub- 
lic schools members of the Fulton 
County Teachers’ association have 
passed resolutions addressed to the 
Fulton county board of education. 

The teachers call attention of the 
county board to the fact that the 
taxpayers of Fulton county recently 
voted an increased tax rate with 
the understanding that the addi- 
tional funds were to be used main- 
ly for the raising of the salaries of 
the poorly paid teachers of the 
county and thereby increase the ef- 
ficiency of the schools by enabling 
the superintendent to retain capa- 
ble teachers now employed, and 
to secure teachers of training and 
ability to fill future vacancies. 

“As present the salaries paid the 
Fulton county teachers are pitifully 
low,” says the resolution. “You 
now pay elementary teachers a min- 
imum of $495 per year, and a maxi- 
mum of $691.92. In other words, 
you expect to secure men and wom- 
en of culture and refinement as 
well as of expensive technical train- 
ing -for salaries of from $45.25 to 
$57.66 per month. We are paid in 
nine monthly installments, but we 
divide by twelve because we must 
live twelve months in the year.” 


0S White Teachers. 


There are 98 white teachers con- 
nected with the Fulton county sys- 
tem, say the applicants, 75 per cent 
of whom are teaching in the sub- 
urban schools just outside the city 
limits. The majority of these 
teachers live in Atlanta, they asser:, 
and have the same living expenses 
as the teachers of the. Atlanta 
schools. The standard of the coun- 
ty school is equal in every way to 
sett pate 
o ft 
the county scthoots is taken into 
any one of the city high schools 
without entrance examination. 

In November, 1919, the voters of 
Fulton county, exclusive of Atlanta, 
East Point and College Park, each 
of which operate their own school 
systems, voted to increase the local 
school tax from 50 cents to 75 cents 
on the $100 , order that, among 
other things, the schools might be 
adequately cared for. 

According to the resolution the 
negro teachers in Atlanta are paid 
considerably more than the white 
teachers in the Fulton county 
schools 

Want Increase Retroactive. 

The teachers state that they have 
been informed by the board of ed- 
ucation that they have been grant- 
ed a flat increase of $5 a month 
each, for the five remaining months 
of the spring-term, but that no more 
money is available at this time and 
that they will be unable to give 
another raise until the next school 
term, beginning in September, when 
they expect to put a new salary 

hedule into effect. This is eight 

onths off. 

Declaring that they have to meet 
their obligations and pay living ex- 
penses during these eight months, 
they are asking that the following 
scale of salaries be adopted at once, 
retroactive from January 1: 

Salary of first-year untrained 
teacher, $840 ($70 per month). 

(Untrained to indicate neither 
normal trainin gnor successful ex- 
perience.) 

Salary of first-year trained teach- 
er, $1,080 ($90 per month). 

(Trained to indicate normal 
-trainine or five years’ successful 
experience.) 

Salary of second-year untrained 
teacher, $960 ($80 per month). 

Salary of second-year trained 
teacher, $1,200 ($100 per month). 

Salary of third-year untrained 
teacher, $1,080 ($90 per month). 

Salary of third-year trained 
teacher, $1,320 ($110 per month). 

Salary of fourth-year untrained 
teacher, $1,200 ($100 per month). 

Salary of the fourth-year trained 
teacher, $1,440 ($120 per month). 

It is hoped that before long the 
above salary schedule will be ad- 
vanced so as to give additional in- 
creases to teachers of five or more 
years’ experience. 

For the present we ask only for 
the four years’ advance. All ad- 
vances from one group to another 
to depend upon satisfactory work.

First year, $1,080, with $60 addi- 
tional for each additional teacher. 

Second year, $1,200, with $60 ad- 
ditional for each additional teacher. 

Third year, $1.320, with $60 addi-

Washington Says It Will 
Be Cloudy, So Beliévers 
in Little Animal’s Pow- 
ers May Hope for Good 
Weather. 


Today, February 2, might be said 
to be the only day in the year on 
which professional and amateur 
weather prophets could convenient- 
ly take a day off, for it’s the only 
day on which approaching weather 
conditions are analyzed and fore- 
casted by mother nature without 
the aid of ‘men and their instru- 
ments of science. We have with 
us today the groundhog, which the 
oldest inhabitants claim is almost 
an infallible guide as general 
weather conditions for the next 
forty days. 

Some time during the forenoon, 
according to ancient precedent. the 
groundhog is scheduled to, burrow 
forth from his winter home far 
under the surface of the earth and 
make the keenest of observatiors 
from which to accurately make his 
weather~ prophecy so patientiy 
awaited by thousands of people who 
pin their faith to him as a weather 
prophet. 

After spending the winter morths 
in his subterranean domicile he will 
saunter forth, take a deep; eye- 
opening breath of fresh air, stretch 
himself, with a possible yawn or 
two, and then cast a fearful eve 
around for his shadow, which serves 
as his barometer. 

If the sun in shining enouxwa to 
cause a shadow, then he Will de- 
cide that forty more days of wintry 
weather are in store, and wi'l re- 
turn to his home under the ground, 
protected from the chilling | »lasts 
of late winter,. and stayin» the 
op, tien apiear nzuin.

way by frost-bitten trees. 

On the contrary, if the weather by 
chance is cloudy and no sh 

adow is 
seen hy the groundhog, then he will 
Stamper away and begin another 
year of daylight life, feeling safe 
that there is nathing to fear from 
Jack Frost and his brothers-in- 
crime, Snow and Ice. If such is the 
case today when. the Shadow is 
looked for by the animal many peo- 
Ple who have absolute reliance on 
the préedictiona of the groundhog 
will order their favorite seed cata- | 
logue and begin to plan for that 
sprine garden. 

It is not known just exactly why 
So much faith should be put in the 
croundhog as a weather prophet, 
but it is claimed by many that his 
forecast can generally be accepted. 

Groundhog Not Infallible. 

In spite of this, however, records 
of the weather office dispute his in- 
fallibility. On groundhog day in 
1906 it was fair and pleasantly warm 
and the worst sort of weather 
should have followed, but for the 
entire forty days there was beaunti- 


ful spring weather. In 1903 the 

oundhog was greeted with a 
cloudy day and decided to stay on 
top, and during the following oore 
rain fell from morning until night 
without a cease That February was 
one of the worst, months on record. 

The groundhog furnishes *n in-* 
teresting study. The animal is 
known in many parts of the coun- 
try as the American marmot, or 
woodchuck. It is known to scien- 
tists as one of the genus Actomys 
species. The animal is about eight- 
een tnches in leneth and is classed 
in the rodent family. ~ 

According to the Washington fore- 
cast for Georgia todav it will be 
somewhat cloudy, which sounds en- 
couraging. if there is anything in 
the deductions of a groundhog.

BANKS ARE LOSING 


GOVERNMENT GASH 


Drastic Reduction in the 
Number of United States 
Depositaries--Less Than 
400 of 1,331 Such Insti- 
tutions to Remain. 


Washington, February 1.—Drastic 
reduction in the number of national] 
banks designated as government de- 
positaries is being made by the 
treasury department, with the re- 
sult that less than 400 .of the 1,331 
such institutions holding federal 
funds on June 30, 1919, are expected 
to survive the pruning knife. 

Changes in the government’s 
financial situation, brought about 
by the war’s fiscal operations, it 
was said officially today, have made 
it necessary to abolish hundreds 
of the depositaries and revise the 
plan for distribution of government 
moneys among banks employed 
since prior to 1912. 

While the treasury is cutting off 
the inactive accounts it is also re- 
ducing the balances carried by 
many other banks—in all, in fact, 
where government transactions do 
not require the use of large sums. 

Scientific Apportionment. 

“Scientitic apportionment,” it is 
said, “will be based in the future 
for disposition of surplus funds, 
Officials explained the new policy 
as to depositaries would operate so 
that each bank will-be able to real- 
ize equal retrns on a basis of busi- 
ness. done for the government. 

Included in the list of ni&tional 
banks already struck off are 666 
banks which had accounts of only 
$1,000, and which were designated 
as government depositaries durine 
the administration of Franklin 
McVeéagh, as secretary of the treas- 
ury for President Taft. 

Practically half of the banks to 
be deprived of government. bai- 
ances already have been #¢limMmated 
from the rolls, and o nding bal- 
ances thus have been reduced from 
$52,000,000 to $27,000,000. Other 
banks will be takén off the official 
list of depositaries and other ac- 
counts will be reduced until by the 
end of the calendar year it | 
pected the n 


tion of the depositories canceled.

The new policy of the treasury 
does not contemplate disturbance 
of the «present system of special 
depositaries which was created as 
an emergency measure during the 
war. There was®a total of 9,500 
of these institutions at the first of 
Such depositaries auto- 
matically will céase to § ftnction 
when the period of their uesfulness 
terminates, but so long as it is nec- 
essary to employ extraneous fiscal 
policies, and so long as the war 
program of financing “hangs over,” 
it is understood the government 
accounts will be retained in the 
specially chosen banks. 

The monetary operations of the 
government were conducted entire- 
ly through the subtreasuries and 
national bank depoSitaries prior to 
the creation of tne federal reserve 
system. With the establishment of 
the federal reserve banks and 
branches, government payments 
have been made ore and more 
through them, and \hus abolishment 
of the national bakk depositaries 
therefore represents a further leah- 
ing of the treasury on the. reserve 
banks in carrying on the nation’s 
business. 

Deposits in tne natfonal banks 
pay the government only 2 _ per 
cent but.while there wa® a surplua 
of money in the treasury, a wide 
distribution of government. funds 
proved an investment. With the 
war came the great bond and in- 
debtedness certificate issues on 
which the government is paying 
from. 3% to 4% per cent interest. 
In. withdrawing the deposits from 
inactive account and in reducing the 
balances in all banks, in order to 
meet actual requirements, the gov- 
out, is 
saving the difference in interest! 

Since the.treasury began analyz- 
ing the qu@tion of depositaries 
and since government i accounts 
have been withdrawn one by one, 
officials have begun to receive 
many inquiries and naturally some 
protests concerning the new policy. 
There still are in congress many 
Senators and representatives upon 
whose recommendations the depos- 
itaries were designated and Ahese 
are very solicitious about the bank's 
“back home,” treasury  officidis 
said.

The statement also denies em- 
phatically “repeated allegations in 
the press that ‘the British govern- 
ment desires to borrow large sums 
in fhe United States.” 

Secretary Glass, in a letter to 
Charge Lindsay in connection with

Text of British Statement. 
‘The British statement follows: 


“In view of repeated allegations 
in‘the press that the British gov- 
ernment desires’ to borrow large 
sums in the United States, his ma- 
jesty’s government states that as 
has been explained more than oizice 
in the British parliament, it is en- 
tirely contrary to the policy of the 
British treasury to incur a fresh 
indebtedness in the United States. 
Since June, 1919, the whole expendi- 
ture of the British government in 
the United States was financed 
without fresh borrowing and’ the 
first step has been taken to reduce 
outstanding Indebtedness. The loan 
issued in the market on November 
1, 1919, by the British government 

as issued solely for the purpose 
of meeting maturing’ indebtedness.

“Why a membership expansion 
campaign for the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce?” is the question which 
has been often asked since the an- 
nouncement in the past week that 
definite steps in that direetion have 
already been taken. 

The answers have been various. 
Among them were: The chamber 
needs more members; it needs a 
larger income; it needs to expand 
its scope of activity and influence; 
it is now being called upon to do 
more work than it can handle with 
its present resources. But, after all, 
in the words of President E. R. 
Black, “the thing Atlanta needs 
most is to capitalize permanently 
the fine spirit of community co- 
operation which has been so much 
in evidence in the past two years.” 

This will be the great undertak- 
ing of the expansion campaign, ac- 
cording to Mr. Black and the other 
officers and directors who are su- 
pervising the work of setting up 
the effort. 

Active Work Begins. 

Active work has been commenced 
on the preparations for the drive. 
One of the large offices of the 
chamber has been filled with type- 
writers and on Monday a force of 
Atlanta stenographers will be hard 
at work on the first lot of matw- 
rial for the campaign, the mailing 
list of some thousands of names. 

Lewis Buddy is at the head of 
the group of specialists who have 
been given charge of the details of 
the campaign by the directors of the 
chamber. Mr. Buddy comes to At- 
lanta from Lowell, Mass., where be 
has just concluded a similar effort 
for the board of trade of that eity, 
which was very successful. He is 
a campaign organizer of long - nd 
wide experience and will be remem- 
bered in this city by many who met 
him on a campaign for the Boy 
Scout movement a few years ago. 

Mr. Buddy said he had been im- 
pressed by the changed view which 
communities entertain toward civic- 
commercial organizations. Former- 
ly they were regarded as strictly 
trade promotion podies;: now they 
are looked upon as primarily asso- 
ciations for the promotion of the 
good of the community from every 
angle, more especially from the 
civic standpoint. 

“The new view was put into words 
the other day by William C. Red- 
field, late secretary of the depart- 
ment of commerce,” said Mr. Buddy. 
“Mr. Redfield was uddressing a 
group of women fh New York ‘city 
which was about todo just what you 
are going to do in Atlanta. He said

ty justified the support of the big- 
gest men in the community. 

‘ “Our Individuality.” 

‘‘In America,’ said Mr. Redfield, 
‘our strength and our pride and our 
weakness have been our individuali- 
ty. It came about naturally and 
has continued until we are a nation 
of more than a hundred millions. But 
now we have learned ahat per- 
sonal type of individuality is not for 
the best interests of the country. 
The war has taught us that we 
must unite our forces in times of

The petition of the school teach- 
ers of Fulton county to the county 
board of education asking for an 
increase in their schedule of remu- 
neration, a summarization of which 


Constitution today, reveals a con- 
dition of affairs affecting the rural 
schools of this community that de- 
mands correction. 

FujJton is the richest county in 
Georgia; bulging with resources; 
without a penny,of bonded indebt- 
edness. _ No, courty in the United 
States is in better or more prosfer- 
ous financial condition. 

And yet, as shown in the state-’ 
ment of facts the teachers have pre- 
sented in connection with their ap- 
peal for increased salaries, the ne- 
gro teachers in the city schools of 
Atlanta receive more pay than co 
the white teachers of the Fulton 
county schools. 

Think of it!—Negro teachers in 
Atlanta grammar schools, minimum 
pay, $427.76 per year—which is too 
small compensation. “ They are e¢n- 
titled to more. White teachers in 
Fulton county grammar schools, 
who, almost without exception, live 
in the city, and must maintain 
themselves according to Atlanta 
standards, minimum pay, $315, and 
maximum, $403.62—which is slow 
starvation compensation! 

The county school board wants 
to do the right thing by the teach- 
ers; it would like to raise their sal- 
aries in addition to the petty «in- 
crease of $5 a month, flat, effective 
for the remaining five months of 
the current school year, or $25 ag 
told, recently granted following the 
popular approval of a county bond 
issue which the teachers helped to 
carry. It deplores the conditions 
under which the teachers are com- 
pelled to work for salaries compar- 
able with those received by negro 
cooks; but it maintains that it can 
do no more than it has done. 

The chairman of the board is 
quoted as having said that “he 
would not blame any teacher in the 
county for fsecuring a more re- 
munerative position than she now 
holds with the county Schools if 
she is able to secure such a posi- 
tion.” 

If that is the attitude of the 
board, and if the board's hands are 
tied by law so that it cannot pay 
its teachers enough to @nable them 
to live while training the minds of 
Fulton county’s boys and girls, one 
shudders to think of what is ‘to be- 
come of the rising generation!

THE COMMISSARY DEPARTMENT. 
A good many of us babies get @ 


bad deal through the health-ignor- 
ance of our mothers. It’s a queer 
thing, far beyond my feeble compre- 
hension, How parents will raise a 
daughter and see*‘her married of 


and imagine they have done their 
best for her, and yet they have 
never given her the slightest in- 
struction in the greatest, the noblest 
of all callings, motherhood. Why 
don’t the public schools, the high 
schools at least, teach such vital 
things? Looks to me as though 
gome evil genius must control the 
educational system, when they ig- 
nore and evade the greatest truths 
in giving future mothers and fa- 
thers what is called a “fair edu- 


cation.” Fair? I call it very un- 
fair to us babies. 
My dad, the doctor, says the 


cause of inflammation of the breast 
of a nursing mother is infection 
through the nipple. Trifling, per- 


haps unnoticed cracks of the skin 
afford the means 0 entry for 
germs which are no ity present 
on the surface of the cleanest skin. 
Therefore they went to considera- 
ble trouble and pains in the first 
four weeks of my life to bathe the 
nipples and surrounding skin re- 
fully with boric acid solution (table- 
spoonful of boric acid dissolved in a 
pint of boiled water) and then to 
rinse with pure boiled water so 
that no taste of the boric 
should be noticed when I nursed, 
After the fourth week there 38 much 
less likelihood of breast inflamma- 
tion or abscess and the precaution 
then may be omitted, since the 
mother will have acquired natural 
resistance sufficient to protect her 
against the/ danger of such infec- 
tion. 

Two things I have heard father 
condemn in the most vigorous fasn- 
ion. My dad can “condemn” some 
when he is good and mad, and some 
things, I guess, are enough to make 
a saint swear. Massaging or rub- 
bing of the breast of a young mothe- 
er, and pumping with a breast pump 
are absolutely unnecessary and al- 
ways dangerous if the baby is alive 
and able to nurse. What starts 
the fireworks with dad is the old 
women’s yarns and imaginations 
about toaked breast.” True, when 
a breast is much reac spay = 

i somebody - 
infection through Mh ve 
tissue becomes hardened in places. 
But to imagine that itis from any 
change in the milk in the breast 
is absurd; it is merely a congestion 


r engorgement of the infected area 
with Symph, blood serum, such as 
occurs in’and about any infected 
area. Rubbing or massaging such 
an inflamed area is not only atro- 
ciously painful, but useless -_ 
sometimes exceedingly harmful, - 
cause it terids to spread the infec- 
tion and increase the inflammation. 
The wise course in such a case 1s 
absolute rest of the inflamed or- 
gan—the breast should be properly 
supported and bandaged and not 
disturbed in any way, not even for 
nursing. If there is a chance that 
the inflammation may subside, this 
is it. The general condition of the 
patient requires attention by the 
doctor.

I have just received the very in- 
teresting and gratifying informa- 
tion that Judge John S. Candler, of 
Atlanta, has given $25,000 to the 
endowment of the Thomas J. Sim- 
mons chair of common law at Em- 
ory university, conditioned upon 
that institution raising $25,000 so 
as to make it a fully endowed $546, 
000 chair. j 

This richly generous action on 
the part of Judge Candler will make 
glad the hearts of the innumerable 
admirers and friends of the late 
eminent chief justice ef the su- 
preme court of Georgia. His liberal 
gift absolutely assures the $80,000 
endowment chair, for the many per- 
sons in this state who were deeply 
attached to the dead jurist, and 
who feel as Judge Candler does, 
that Judge Simmons was one of the 
greatest men of Georgia, one of 
its great lawyers, a great judge, a 
great soldier and a great man, will 
undoubtedly be prompt and happy 
to assist in raising the additional 
$25,000. 

Judge Candler loved Judge Sim- 
mons and he loves Emory univer- 
sity, and in starting the endowment 
of this chair he has demonstrated 
his love for each by honoring the 
memory of the one and in rendering 
a service to the other that will con- 
tribute largely to its upbuilding.

No developments of importance 
affecting the peace treaty are ex- 
pected by the leaders during the 
week, but there will be many con- 
ferences preparatory to the effort 
of the democrats to bring up the 
treaty for debate February 10.

Roman Society Stirred by 
Arrest of Painter Mes- 
ones—Alleged He Mur- 
dered Wife and Claimed 
She Was Lost at Sea. 


February 1.—Louis Igna- 
tius Mesones, a Peruvian painter, 
and son of Dr. Emanoel Mesones, 
former secretary at the Peruvian le- 
gation in this city, is under arrest 
here on a charge of having murder- 
ed his wife. The case has excited 
keen interest in all ranks of Ro- 
man society. 

Mesones eloped in 1917 with a 
daughter of Attilio Somenetti, -ro- 
prietor of one of the best-knowu art 
galleries in Rome and a commander 
in the Order of the Crown of Italy. 
The parents of the girl objected to 
the marriage, but after the elope- 
ment recognized it. It is asserted 
that Mesones neglected his wife and 
that in January, 1918, the latter 
disappeared, Mesones, explaining 
she had gone to Peru. Later he is 
said to have announced the ship in 
which She had sailed had sunk and 
that Signora Mesones had been 
drowned. 

This story was accepted by the 
wife's. parents, who made no in- 
vestigation, and the matter remain- 
ed in that status until recently, 
when a night watchman overheard a 
conversation between two men who 
said Mesones’ wife had been mur- 
dered. They said, it is averred, that 
her body was “palmed off” as “hat 
of one Maria Rotellini who, on Jan- 
uary 4, 1918, was found dead on 
the Tiber embankment. By her side 
was a revolver and in one of her 
pockeis was a letter addressed to 
relatives in.

T CONTROL PALESTINE 


New York, February 1.—Indorsw- 
ment of Arthur J. Balfour's pledge 
in behalf of Great Britain for the 
establishment in Palestine of a na- 
tional home for the Jewish people, 
‘was coupled with a prediction that 
the end of religious persecution 
throughoul the world would result 
from the War by Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels, in an address here to- 
night. He spoke at a dinner giv- 
en by the Zionist organization of 
America for the Palestine restora- 
tion fund. . 

The secretary said that “this holy 
movement has our Godspeed to all 
who are engaged in it,” adding: 

“We love every foot of land which 
David's psalms and Solomon’s songs 
have made dear to all Jews and 
Christians. But I could not in con- 
science be with you and share your 
religious and patriotic fervor as I 
do in full measure if I did not know 
your whole-hearted devotion to the, 
principle of religious liberty and 
that you hold as dear by might 
and my right of all men to religious 
freedom as you demand it for your- 
selves and your children.” 

He declared that one of the de- 
layed blessings that’ shall be some 
compensation for the tragedy of the 
war “is that we shall not only in 
our day see religious persecution 
ended throughout the whole worl, 
but. what is quite as important, we 
will help to usher in an era where 
not only the letter of the law, but 
the spirit as well will remove from 
our country even the semblance of 
persecution or prejudice toward any 
American citizen.” 

Alluding to the first amendment 
to the constitution, guaranteeing 
freedom of speech and freedom of 
the press, the secretary declared 
“some people think they Are or- 
dained to sav what others Shall 
think or what others shall say or 
what athers shall print.” 

“There are laws namie ay 
and laws against libe y an irre- 
sponsible press,” he added. “These 
laws should be enforced and the 
uniform of a convict on a slander- 
ous editor is the only costume that 
becomes him. Any private citizen 
or public officer ought not to be 
called upon to bear the burdén by 
suit for libel against villification 
and slander. Theodore Roosevelt 
and Henry Ford had the money and 
the prestige to compel a verdict of 
libel in civil suits, but the state 
should have undertaken such prose- 
cution, and the penalty should not 
be danmiages, much or little, but a 
criminal sentence.”

Pittsburg, February 1.—Recon- 
struction of the moral! foundation in 
South America is necessary if bus- 
iness men of the United States are 
to successfully trade with countries 
of that continent, declared Dr. 8.

Pioneers who went to South 
Americr, he said, went “for gold, 
not for God,” and as a result there 
is a lack of moral foundation which 
makes large crediting such as would 
be necessary’ to big business im- 
possible. Educational institutions 
supported by the missionary board of 
the churchés were offered by Dr. 
Taylor as the most vital factor in 
overcoming the moral delinquencies. 

“The entire group of twenty Lat- 
in-American countries spends only 
as much on education of all Kinds 
as the city of New York spends on 
its schools,” he declared. “We can 
plant as many schools and fill as 
many as we can provide schools 
and teachers. All these countries 
are wide open to us.” 

During the afternoon session of 
the conference, Lyman L. Pierce, 
of San Francisco, announced that 
organization of the thousands of 
men and women who will aid in 
raising the $1,320,000.000 budget of 
the interchurch world movement 
was already under way. “It is a 
stupendous program,” he said, “an: 
it can never be put over unless you 
‘men will back it. The only way it 
can be put over is to take the 
American people into our confi- 
dence. We propose to take the peo- 
ple into our confidence, to answer 
their questions and answer their 
criticisms.”’ 

When the armistice was signed, 
he declared, thousands of men who. 
must be engaged in the interchurch 
campaign locked wp. their check 
books and said “I'm through.”

HOLLAND AND BELGIUM

Holland and Belgium to have 
joint control of navigation on the 
Scheldt river: the question of the 
movement of Belgian warships 
from Antwerp and other problems 
likely to result in the event of war 
are left to the future decision. of 
the league of nations; both coun- 
tries agree to the principle that the 
mouth of the Scheldt be free and 
open water; that two new large 
canals be constructed at the speed- 
jest moment to give Belgium an 
equal outlet to the sea (one from 
Antwerp to Holland connecting 
with the North sea, and the other 
from the Rhine across the Meuse to 
the Scheldt to Antwerp, connecting 
Antwerp with the German Rhine. 
the latter to be constructed within 
seven years;) that an additional 
number of existing canals be deep- 
ened to accommodate larger ships. 
and in general that each country 
pay the expenses of .construction 
and maintenance within its own 
borders, and that customs, quaran- 
tine and pilotage regulations be 
made as uniform as possible.

Ex-Soldiers Contend 
Someone Has Axe to 
Grind in the Attacks of 
American Legion Posts 
on Dempsey.* — " 


Chicago, Fébruary 1.—(Special.)— 
The action’ of a number of American 
Légion posts in condemning Jack 
Dempsey, heavyweight champion, is 
not taken seriously by all soldiers 
in the country. nor by all American 
Legion posts. In many quarters the 
opinion is rife that the condemna- 
tion proceedings were started by 
someéne who has an axe to grind 
and who is anxious to injure the 


champ. 

Recently the soldiers in the Alle- 
ghany vocational school in Pitts- 
burg passed resolutions praising 
Dempsey and attacking those Amer- 
ican Legion posts which have gone 
on record against the champion. 
This institution is maintained by 
the war department for the purp*s¢6 
of rehabilitating soldiers who were 
badly injured in the war across the 
pond. There are nearly 500 sol- 
diers in the school and 80 per cent 
of them willingly signed the reso- 
lutions for Dempsey. 

The resolutions follow: 
“Whereas, various posts of the 
American Legion throughout the 
country have adopted measures con- 
demning. Heavyweight Champion 
Jack lDempsey’s war record and 
basi} the condemnation or the tact 
that Dempsey did not enlist in the 
service and 

“Whereas, hundreds of thousands 
of other men did not enlist. burt 
walied for the draft and many re- 
ceived deferred classification and as 
a consequence did not get in the 
service, and 
“Whereas, Dempsey boxed for 
charity at various times, paying his 
own expenses, and worked in the 
shipyards running as much risk 
to his life as other boxers who acted 
as boxing instructors, and thousands 
of other ‘acting’ soldiers who never 
saw France, and 

“Whereas, Dempsey was always 
on hand in ease Uncle Sam caHed 
on him, be it therefore 

“Resolved, That we, the students 
of the Alleghany vocational school 
(wounded men who are undergoing 
process of vocational rehabilitation 
under the direction of the federal 
board of vocational education), 
think this very unjust and an un- 
fair attitude toward Dempsey, and 
“Resolved, That we who are 
among those who did fight for their

The 
crowd yelled for their little idol, 
and Wilde rose with a smile. 

Pal Moore, who had just been 
beaten by Wilde on a decision, was 
in the same" restaurant, and was 
forced to ris@ alongside of Wilde 
and acknowledge the cheers. Pa! fs 
mighty popular over there in England 
and, perhaps, the greatest attrac- 
tion from the states they can put on 
in London.

The situation noted a week 
ago remains substantially unchang~ 
ed today, the. fluctuations of the 
past few days having been within 
narrow limits. 

“The opportunities open to. the 
investor can be readily estimated in 
the current quotations for Liberty 
bonds, which have reached record 
low levels. Many shares of proven 
value which during the upward 
move nt of some months ago had 
atteined artificial levels have now 
retrograded to a point where -their 
worth can scarcely be questioned. 
The liquidation of the past few 
weeks has forced out of the market 
much of the weaker, purely specu- 
lative element which was responsi- 
ble for the abnormal conditions in 
some shares, and recent buying has 
been in no small measure due to 
the operations of strong interests. 

“These are conditions which will 
ten¥@ strongly to correct influences 
operating in the direction of un- 
duly low values. They will be much 
more influential in this direction 
than the proposed legislation now 
pending in congress whereby it is 
proposed to limit the interest on 
stock exchange loans to 6 per cent. 
Business throughout the country is 
active and demand for goods is un- 
precedented. There is no reason 
either for unsafe legislation or fer 
discouragement because of attempts 
to contract credit in a legitimate 
way. What is being done tends to 
make investment and _ speculation 
Safer, sounder and more secure in 
the long run.”

Under section six an individual 
railroad which would earn 2 per 
cent or 3 per cent or 4 per cent or 
5 per cent on the fair value of its 
property would have some reason- 
able assurance that it will have a 
chance to earn its reasonable share 
of the total earnings of the group, 
if it exercises diligence and effi- 
ciency. What a railroad would earn 
under a rate level established for a 
group of roads depends entirely 
upon its efficiency in management 
and operation. 

Each railroad will be able to es- 
tablish a standard of earning power 
for itself, subject to increase with 
increasing efficiency. This standard 
the investor and the public will 
very soon understand. Under pres- 
ent laws the majority of the rail- 
roads would have nothing on which 
to finance themse! ves. 

To settle anoth:r question 
consideration to securities, 
say that Section € is based exclu- 
sively on value and not on the 
amount of securities outstanding.

SOLDER PROGRAM 
‘WORRES CONGRESS 


By J. A. Heollomon, 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

WAshington, February 1—There 
is a growing feeling that congress 
is “messing with the books” on its 
— legislation program to make 
t best possible appearance out 
of a situation it has badly confused. 
The most recent evidence of the re- 
publican attitude toward the for- 
mer service men and legislation af- 
fecting them came out in the trim- 
ming by the house appropriation 
committee of the estimates of the 
bureau of war risk insurance calcu- 
lated to pay premiums and allot- 


/ments due the men under the law. 


Why congress should have trimmed 
this perfectly obvious appropriation, 
reducing it from $62,000,v00 in round 
lgures, to $55,000,000, is an enigma, 
unless they want to put the repub- 
lican majority in a position where 
it will be able to say, during the 
campaign, “We have given miilions 
to the soldiers through war risk 
appropriations and have answered 
tnree or tour or five or more Calls 
for deticiency funds.” As it stands, 
the bureau will simply have to come 
back again for more. 

The situation is that the bureau 
has been granted sums sufficient 
for its executive work—a proposi- 
tion on which the republicans geht 
have hunted up some excuse “for 
quibbling. But in November the di- 
rector or war risk indicated to re- 
publican leaders that the govern- 
ment was committed by its war risk 
and allotment and allowance legis- 
lation to the estimated payment of 
some $92,000,000 during the current 
fiscal year. At that time congress 
gave the bureau an emergency ap- 
propriation of $30,000,000, and of the 
remaining $62,000,000 the deficiency 
bill reported to the house last week 
arbitrarily cuts off some $7,000,000. 
The war risk bureau receives in 
premiums on insurance many mil- 
lions in excess of any . appropr:a- 
tion congress makes for the pay- 
ment of the bureau’s = obligations 
and in addition any appropriation 
in excess of the actual needs of the 
breau would revert to the treas- 
ury at the end of the fiscal year. 
And it is considered likely the es- 
timate submitted by ~ the bureau 
would fall short rather than exceed 
the actual demands, according to 
the experts and officials of the bu- 
reau. 


a War Rick Bureau. 


Much embarrassment an ddifficul- 
t yhas been experienced by the ad- 
ministration of the war risk bureau 
in its dealings with congress, and 
the present deficiency cut is in line 
with the obstructive attitude as- 
sumed by the majority leaders in 
congress on all matters pertaining 
to legislation affectig the former 
soldiers. Practically all of these 
leaders voted for the selective ag 
ice act, calling the manhood of the 
country to the colors. On the mat- 
ter of war risk insurance, the same 
leaders helped in 1917 to commit the 
country to the payment of the war 
risk obligations which they now 
chooae to arbitrarily “lop off,” in 
spite of the fact that they know 
they will have to be paid either now 
or tater. 
Chairman Good, 
controls the appropriation commit- 
tee of the house, did not vote at 
the time the war risk act was be- 
fore the house, but he voted for 
the war and for the selective serv- 
ice act. Sénator Smoot, who prac- 
tically controls the funds for sol- 
dier legislation on the senate appro- 
priations committee, did vote for 
the war risk act, and it will be in- 
teresting to watch his attitude 
when the present deficiency bill 
gets before the upper body. 

Indicate Their Stand. 

Both these holders of the con- 
gressional purse string have indi- 
cated their stand on bills affecting 
the former service men. Senator 
Smoot is the congressional leader 
now championing the division of 
the functions of the bureau of war- 
risk insurance among several fed- 
eral departments and throwing the 
whole war-risk situation into 
chaos. At present the war-risk bu- 
reau is trying to get authority 
from congress to carry on a cam- 
paign advertising to the former 
service mgn the benefits they are 
entitled to, recent amendments to 
the war-risk act that affect hold- 
ers and former holders of govern- 
ment policies, information on how 
to present claims and other corre- 
spondence to the bureau and mat- 
ters the former soldier wants to be 
informed on. Chairman Good, of 
the house committee, will prob- 
ably oppose this proposition unless

ORD GREY'S LETTER 
APPEAL TO AMERICA 


London, February 1.—It is evi- 
dent, from the tone of editorial com- 
ment on Viscount Grey’s recent esti- 
mate of America’s position on the 
league of nations, that it set forth 
conditions little understéod before. 
Viscount Grey’s statement declared 
the hesitation of the United States 
in accepting the league of nations 
is not due to hostility to the prin- 
ciple, but to constitutional questions 
and caution as to the possible ef- 
fects of entering the league. 


With the situation clearly ex- 
plained by such an authority, news- 
papers here seem willing to give the 
United States the benefit of the ar- 
gument that she is unwilling to 
make a radical departure from her 
former policy without due consider- 
ation. The letter is viewed as a 
powerful appeal to America to en- 
ter the league, and The Sunday Ob- 
server pleads (for the establishment 
of the league quickly, even if it is 
only a coysultatory body, without 
the .United States. 

“Let us meet the United States 
so liberally and boldly as to leave 
her notanexcuse forstanding out,” 


the newspaper says. 

Complaints over reservations pro- 
posed by the United States senate 
should be stopped, the newspaper 
says, and it invites the nited 
States to “send over a shipload of 
them,” adding, “the more America’s 
reservations are. indulged, the less 
she is inclined to insist upon them.” 

Nations, big and little, are show- 
ing their worst sides to each other, 
the newspaper goes on, and it as- 
serts that the “heart and soul” of 
Viscount Grey’s plea is patience. 

After saying: “There is a deplo- 
rable tendency to cast the major re- 
sponsibility for Europe’s troubles 
on American shoulders.” The Times 
says the viscount’s statement ar- 
rived at a most opportune moment, 
and “those who digest it will find 
misunderstanding removed and com- 
prehension established.”
